THE MAYOR. 



To the Citizens of the City of Rutland : 

In submitting to you, in accordance with es- 
tablished regulations, an annual report, I desire 
most earnestly to assure you that in the absence 
of any studied arrangement as to the order in 
which my views on city management are to be 
presented, that I approach the subject with no or- 
dinary degree of diffidence. 

Ordinarily, the task would be pleasant, con- 
genial and easy, but taking into consideration, with 
broad vision, the unpleasant, disagreeable and harm- 
ful municipal storms of the past year, my report, so 
far as it may deal with the recklessness and insubor- 
dination of some of your servants to whom you have 
entrusted the responsibilities of public office, may 
appear harsh and severe ; but in a spirit of charity 
I have to say that I only desire to deal with them 
in a spirit of honesty in keeping with the records 
they have made. 

My purpose is to be firm and just in my adher- 
ence to what I believe to be right in rendering an 
account of my stewardship to you who honored 
me by an election to the choicest office within your 
gift. However worthy or unworthy of the honor, 
not a day has passed since I assumed the duties of 
the office to which you called me that I have not 
conscientiously labored in your interests with a 
view to satisfying you that my appreciation of your 
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judgment was both keen and active, and that I 
sought by my official course to contribute the best 
I had to give to the people in the interests of a 
safe, practical and economical administration. 

Immediately after taking the oath of office last 
March, the business of the year was commenced 
by me with a fixed and settled determination to so 
look after and conduct the affairs of the city that I 
might be able at the close of the year to be com- 
pensated for the time and effort by the assurance 
of every citizen, irrespective of political training, 
that in firmness, honesty and economy my ad- 
ministration was highly acceptable to every citi- 
zen of the city interested in its material welfare. 
If it fails to receive such an indorsement, then I say 
to you in all fairness that as an honest people, you 
cannot lay the responsibility with me, and this, inas- 
much as certain members of your board of alder- 
men, when they discovered that I was not to be 
made their pliant and willing tool against your inter- 
ests, appealed to the courts with success in having 
me shorn of that same power and authority exer- 
cised by my predecessors in office. 

Following this, a restraining order was issued 
by the courts on the prayer of six municipal Salva- 
tionists. The expenditure of the public funds 
was very largely in the hands of the committee on 
streets, and with them rests the responsibility of 
injudicious and extravagant management. 

When I increased the police force to six regu- 
lars, instead of three, I was prompted by unselfish 
motives, and was looking for a greater measure of 
security to every citizen of the city in the enjoy- 
ment of life, property and the pursuit of happi- 
ness, and I have no apology to make for this addi- 
tional expense in the police department. I gave 
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[&m business of my office in the absence of a 
stenographer and typewriter. 
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so called, and from this point northerly along Strat- 
ton road to the corner of Jackson avenue. The 
necessity for this extension was so great for the ac- 
commodation of a large number of families in that 
section, and the same being strictly in accordance 
with the purpose for which our water plant was 
established, I approved of the act promptly, 

Shortly afterward I learned through Chairman 
Pierce of the water committee that Superintend- 
ent Grover of the water department refused, by 
his inaction, to carry out the expressed wish and 
vote of the city council in respect to said work. I 
thereupon instructed and directed Superintendent 
Grover officially to call at my office, receive his in- 
structions relative to procuring the necessary sup- 
plies, engaging men, etc., for the execution and 
performance of the work ordered by the city 
council. These instructions he disregarded, there- 
by making it necessary for me to engage a fore- 
man and the necessary help and supplies for the 
completion of this work. 

I was, for this act, again invited to court to 
answer in contempt proceedings for violating the 
restraining order previously issued by Chancellor 
Rowell. The situation was embarrassing and try- 
ing, but I met the charges by satisfying Chancel- 
lor Tyler that I had exhausted every resource at my 
command before taking matters into my own 
hands, and I was exonerated. 

I continued the work, and laid some 5,500 feet 
of six-inch water pipe. Three hydrants and the 
necessary valves or gateways were set. At the 
corner of Stratton road and Jackson avenue a 
watering trough of boiler iron was set, which will 
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mile of earth, excavated from the trenches, so that 
the same might be returned to the trenches to save 
and protect the water main in severe weather. 
This additional expense might have been saved to 
the tax-payers had there been an efficient and 
courteous gentleman at the head of the water 
department. I mean by this, a man so strong in 
mind, resolute in purpose, courteous and practical 
in action as to refuse to be the instrument or tool 
of others, to the detriment of the public service. 

The receipts of our water plant in round fig- 
ures aggregate $25,000 each year. The charter 
expressly provides how this fund shall be used, 
namely, in caring for water indebtedness, as the 
same may become due, in extending the water 
mains, making the accessary repairs and in meet- 
ing all the lawful and necessary expenses of that 
department. 

In respect to these matters I have to say that 
the charter has been disregarded and trampled 
upon, and this water money checked against as 
though it were part and parcel of the general tax. 

I would recommend in closing my report, so 
far as it pertains to our water plant, the extreme 
propriety hereafter of having the water fund set 
aside by the city treasurer as a separate fund, to 
be used only for the legal purposes designated by 
the charter, and no matter how great the^necessities 
of other departments for money, the law with re- 
spect to the water fund should be regarded and 
that fund kept intact for its legitimate purposes. 
It should not be borrowed or transferred by reso- 
lution into any other city account, as such a course 
is, in my judgment, irregular and illegal, and

defeats the purposes for which the water plant was 
established. 

If this fund is used, and used strictly for the 
sole purposes designated by law, as it should be 
in a very few years we will have one of the most 
tactical water plants in New England. Wit h a 
view to throwing as much light as possible on the 
management of your affairs during the Urt year, 
HhS vou may have no trouble in discerning 
between the false and the true, I deem it my duty 
to direct your attention to another matter of 
importance with which the public is already, m a 
measure, familiar. 

In the early part of last summer, at a regular 
meeting of the board of aldermen, a special appro- 
priation of $500 was voted, to construct a new 
iZtr across land owned by Alderman Mcl.tire 
lying between Center and Willow streets on what 
was formerly known as the Pierpoint property. 

The appropriation was voted for this purpose 
on the strength of promises made *Y Alderman 
Mclntire to build and have ready for the fall sea- 
son of 1900, a play house or theatre building, at a 
cost of $50,000, more or less. He exhibited pub- 
licly, blue Prints of the proposed new theatre 
building and explained in detail to the little 
children of the city its scope and plan. I tie gen. 
eral public was elated, or to be more exact, 
fascinated. 

The steel curtain, 69 feet deep, moved by an 
electric touch; "little Cupid" occupied a posx- 
tiou directly over the proscenium box and looked 
so ideal that to touch this god of love, without an 
introduction from the proprietor and manager, 
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would mean exile to the transgressor. There 
were many unique designs, the unpronounceable 
names of which were objects of awe in every Rut- 
land household. 

I offer no apology for saying in my report that 
I had no faith in the promises made by Alderman 
Mclntire, and I so announced in the public prints. 
However, rather than at the close of my term of 
office to stand accused by the people of preventing 
the materialization of this plan, I approved of the 
vote taken by the board of aldermen. 

In reference to the committee on streets and 
sewers, of which committee Alderman Mclntire was 
chairman, and to which the work of construction 
was given, I find that the expense is ingeniously 
fixed at §49 S, or $2 under the appropriation. I 
cannot say how much additional has been charged 
to other accounts on the reports of Superintend- 
ent of Streets Grover, who was in the hands of this 
committee, but there is reasonable cause to believe 
that the amount doubles at least the original 
appropriation. 

We cannot, alas, speak of the new theatre as 
"a thing of beauty or joy forever," but we do 
know that this great public benefactor and projec- 
tor is still in the service of the city. 

In the poor department, to which I beg leave 
to briefly direct your attention, would say that if 
the worthy poor of the city have suffered, it is not 
with my knowledge or consent. Early in my 
administration, I eliminated from the poor register 
the names of a number of the patrons of that insti- 
tution that had sufficient strength and agility to 
enable them to fight for a crown. 
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the city engineer be engaged on a retainer of $100 
per year, the same as the city attorney ; that he be 
given, in addition to this, his office rent free, and 
that he, in consideration of this retainer and office 
rent, should hold himself in readiness to make any 
and all necessary surveys for the city, when called 
upon by the proper authority ; the city calling for 
what it wants and paying for what it gets. 

The water, street and engineer's departments 
should not be permitted under one head. The 
superintendent of water should be a practical man, 
with a knowledge of such work as is called for in 
that department, and that should be as contem- 
plated by the charter, his sole care and business. 

The street department should have a superin- 
tendent of streets, and his business should be lim- 
ited to the street department, as the charter ex- 
pressly provides, and the business of his office 
should be divorced entirely from the business of 
the water department. It is false economy to con- 
solidate the engineer's, water and street depart- 
ments, as it means imperfect work and large money 
losses to the treasury, resulting from incapacity 
and incompetency. 

A man might be a desirable man at the head 
of the street department, and that same man, be- 
cause of special knowledge required in the water de- 
partment, which he might not possess, would be a 
failure in that department. If future boards of al- 
dermen will only adhere to and do business as pro- 
vided for in the city charter in respect to these 
matters, in the end it will be to the advantage of 
the people in better, because of more efficient and 
consequently economical management. 
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The city treasurer's office, under the courteous 
and efficient management of Treasurer Davis, is 
near ideal, and the same is equally true of the city 
clerk's office, under the cautious and thorough man- 
agement of City Clerk Whittier. 

As a matter of fact, these are the only depart- 
ments in the city management which I find with- 
out fault. All other departments are open to 
improvements which can only be secured through 
a conscientious board of aldermen acting as honor- 
able men, intelligently and without prejudice on 
the recommondations of the mayor, so far as the 
same may be wholesome and desirable for the pub- 
lic good. 

No new streets have been laid out during the 
year. This I consider a mistake. Spellman ter- 
race should be laid out from East street to Main 
street. There are a number of people who desire 
to build pleasant and attractive homes on the same 
as soon as the city does its duty. Once laid out, 
it will mean not only an increased annual revenue 
to the city, but the act of the city will show an 
honest, unprejudiced spirit in city management 
in giving to those who have already built on this 
partially-laid-out street, that fair and liberal con- 
sideration to which they are entitled. 

I might interest the people by reviewing the 
management of our city liquor agency, but with 
one suggestion would refer the people to the 
agent's report. I consider City Liquor Agent 
Wood an efficient and worthy gentleman in his 
position, but the office is a ruinous and demoraliz- 
ing fraud on its face, and if the people would 
court the blessings of temperance, they would, 
with little or no ceremony, abolish it.

To the Honorable City Council. 

Gentlemen % The following report of the work 
done by your engineering, street, sewer and 
water departments during the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1900, is respectfully submitted. 

STREETS AND SEWERS. 
Although we were not able to commence 
work very °early in the season, yet we have ma- 
cadamized 8,268 linear feet of roadway and con- 
structed 155 feet of brick and 7,137 feet of pipe 
sewers. 

Mr. C. F. Willis has assisted me m directing 
the work of these departments. 

MACADAM CONSTRUCTION. 
We have macadamized from State street 
through Columbian avenue, and West street to 
the west line of the city; thus completing a 
second improved roadway from the centre of the 
city to its limits. We have also macadamized 
the following streets : Pine from West to Robbins, 
Edson from West to Willow, Willow from Edson 
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to Wales and East from Woodstock avenue to 
Centre street extension. 

There are now 56,756 linear feet or about 11 
miles of our roadways improved out of a total of 
45 miles, or one-fourth of the entire amount. It 
seems to me that by economical management 
the remaining three-fourths can be macadamized 
in a few years without raising any special tax or 
issuing bonds for the purpose. 

It is evident that wherever our macadam 
roadways are not sprinkled in the summer, and 
sustain a heavy traffic, they ravel and wear out 
rapidly. It would probably be cheaper for the 
city to sprinkle those streets occasionally, and thus 
keep them from crumbling to pieces, than to re- 
pair and rebuild them every few years. 

The following table shows the principal de- 
tails concerning macadam work of this year.

We have re-surfaced Washington street, 
from Merchants row, 210 feet easterly, also State 
street from Pine street to Baxter street, and from 
Cleveland avenue to East creek, in order to turn 
the storm water from the middle of the travelled 
way into the gutters. 
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The stone, used on Columbian avenue, West 
and Pine streets, was taken from a ledge at David 
Guerin's on West street, and that placed on Edson, 
Willow and East streets came from the North 
Main street quarry. We have crushed 6,955 cubic 
yards of stone this season, which has been used as 
follows: 5,960 for new macadam work, 282 in 
repairing streets, etc., 634 on new walks, 22 for 
repairs to walks, 17 in water department, 10 for 
sewer work, and 30 on hand. 

DRAINAGE. 

In addition to the street work, as above indi- 
cated, we have constructed a four inch ground 
drain under the west gutter of Columbian avenue, 
from West street to Evergreen avenue, also a 
similar drain on the East line of Pine street, from 
Robbins street, 200 feet southerly, and one in the 
east gutter of Court street, from Washington 
street, 168 feet northerly. The ditches excavated 
for these pipes were filled with gravel and crushed 
stone, thus greatly increasing the utility and per- 
manency of the drains themselves. 

CATCH BASINS, ETC. 

Since a hard street surface sheds the water 
much more rapidly than a dirt or gravel road, the 
facilities for handling the storm water must neces- 
sarily be extended and enlarged as the street sur- 
faces are improved. Twenty-eight catch basins 
and inlets have been constructed during the year, 
eleven of which were to replace old inlets that 
were too small and dilapidated to carry away the 
storm water. Those constructed entirely of cast 
iron are located as follows : Three on West street, 
one at the southeast corner of Merchants row, one 
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at the southeast corner of Court street, and one 
opposite Nichols street; one on the northwest 
corner of Columbian avenue and Evergreen avenue ; 
one at the southeast corner of Center and Wales 
streets, and one at the northwest corner of East 
street and Center street extension. Those having 
a brick bottom and a top, with side inlet, are situ- 
ated as follows : One at Wheeler's jewelry store 
on Merchants row, two on the northeast corner of 
Court and Washington streets; three on West 
street, one at the city line, one opposite Chaffee's 
lumber yard, and one in front of No. 48 j two on 
Edson street, at Willow street ; three on Center 
street, one at the northeast corner, and one at the 
southeast corner of Court street, and one at the 
northeast corner of Wales street ; also one on For- 
est street, at the northeast corner of Cherry 
street. Inlets, with grate tops, have been 
constructed as follows : One on the south side of 
West street at the city line ; two on West street at 
the Ripley road ; three on the Willow street sewer 
line; one on the northeast corner of East and 
East Center streets ; one on East Center street at 
No. 51 ; one at the southeast corner of State and 
Pine streets, and one at the northwest corner of 
Oak and Holly streets. 

SEWERS AND STORM DRAINS. 

The sewer system is extended each year, more 
buildings connected thereto, and new walks and 
roadways constructed ; all of which increases the 
amount of water that our trunk sewers must carry. 
The consequence is that the quantity of water, 
which has to be handled by the sewers, and es- 
pecially the trunk lines in times of heavy storms, is 
becoming too much for their capacity. Therefore 
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it will soon be necessary to construct larger trunk 
sewers or else storm drains in the central portions 
of the city, i. e., drains for removing surface water 
only. Since the water from such drains would not 
contain sewage it could be turned into the nearest 
streams. Such a drain is needed at present to 
carry the storm water from that section of the city 
near Granger, South, Spruce and River streets, 
and possibly a drain built to serve that purpose 
should be so constructed that it could be extended 
to take the storm water from Merchants row, 
Washington and West streets and thus relieve those 
sewers and also the trunk sewers into which they 
empty. 

Our sewer system has been greatly extended 
during the past year as noted below.

Manholes have been built and re-capped on 
the old sewers at the following places: One on the 
corner of South and Forest streets, one on the East 
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street sewer south of Center street, one on the 
corner of -Lincoln boulevard and Roberts avenue, 
and two on Willow street. 

BRIDGES, 

Quite a number of the small bridges have been 
repaired, but the only important work of this 
nature which has been done was on the River street 
bridge. This structure has been scraped and 
painted two coats of red lead paint. The sections 
of this bridge which are over the tracks have been 
so corroded by the gases from the locomotives that 
m a few years they will have to be renewed, i. e., 
unless kept painted sufficiently in the future to 
prevent further corrosion. Probably within two 
or three years those sections should be painted 
again . 

The plank on this bridge were so badly worn 
that it has been newly planked where the traffic 
crosses, leaving in the old plank so as to spike the 
new ones to them, and for a floor on the sides of 
the travelled way. 

SIDEWALKS. 

We have constructed one- half of a mile of con- 
crete sidewalks and resurfaced another half mile. 
Also, as will be seen by table No. 5, we have built 
more than two miles of crushed stone walks.

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ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 

The lines and grades of the following 
streets have been established and recorded by the 
authority of the street commissioners: Edson 
street, Melrose avenue, St. John street, and Wil- 
low street. We have made surveys for the pur- 
pose of establishing lines and grades on some 
other streets. 

There are a number of our principal thorough- 
fares which are not on record, and many of the 
lines of those that are recorded are not definitely 
determined. For the benefit of the real estate 
owners, as well as the corporation, the lines and 
grades of every street should be so carefully 
located and recorded that no one could question 
their exact positions. 

In addition to the regular work of this office, 
we have commenced to take a copy of our note 
books in order that the ' originals may be safely 
kept in some vault.

HOUSE CONNECTIONS. 
Permits have been granted for connecting the 
drains from seventy-three houses to the city sewers. 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 
Mr. J. M. Davis has assisted me in managing 
this department since March, _ previous to which 
Mr. F. W. Warren was my assistant. 

EXTENSIONS, HYDRANTS AND HOUSE CONNECTIONS. 

A six inch main has been laid on School street, 
from the easterly end of the old main, 267 feet east- 
erly to Forest street, and on Forest street from 
School street to West street, 891 feet, including a 
branch to a hydrant on Pine street at the southeast 
corner of Howe street, and one to a hydrant on the 
west side of Forest street at No. 11. The sis inch 
mam on Mansfield place has been extended 209 
feet easterly to accommodate two new houses that 
have been built there during the year. 

There has also been a six inch main laid on 
Allen street from Mussey street to Stratton road, 
2 496 feet, and on Stratton road from Allen street 
to Jackson avenue, 2,252 feet, including branches 
to hydrants on Stratton road as follows : One at 
the northeast corner of Freeman street, one at the 
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southeast corner of Gilrain avenue, and one at the 
northwest corner of Jackson avenue. 

The extensions, as above enumerated, increase 
the amount of water mains laid by 6,115 feet, all 
of which is six inch pipe. 

The two hydrants on the Forest street line and 
the one at Freeman street are provided with valves 
on the hydrant branches. The five new hydrants, 
the location of which is stated above, increase the 
total number of hydrants in use to 136. 

Six inch valves have been placed at the follow- 
ing points in the mains: Two at the corner of 
Forest and School streets, three at the corner of 
Forest and Pine streets, one on Allen street at 
Mussey street, one at No. 98 Allen street, two at 
the corner of Allen street and Stratton road, two at 
the corner of Stratton road and Freeman street, 
one at the corner of Stratton road and Gilrain 
avenue, and two at the corner of Stratton road and 
Jackson avenue. 

Thirty new service pipes have been put in and 
nine old ones re-laid. In doing this work, we have 
laid a total of 10 feet of one inch and 786^ feet of 
three-fourths inch galvanized iron pipe. In addi- 
tion to relaying nine service pipes, we have re- 
paired five leaks in the mains and eighteen in the 
service pipes. 

WORK AT THE HEAD. 

The leaks in the dams at the two small reser- 
voirs at the head have increased each year, until 
there was so much water wasted through them we 
felt the loss of it in dry seasons. Consequently we 
have rebuilt the tops of those dams with Portland 
cement concrete, and extended the dam of the lower 
reservoir 14 feet southerly. 
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We have also tapped tlie sixteen inch main 
preparatory to constructing a connection from that 
main to the twelve inch. This connection should 
be completed so that both pipes can be supplied 
from either pond when necessary. 

The wooden gate house and the house occupied 
by C. J. Cocklin have been shingled and painted.

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The buildings on the city farm are in good con- 
dition, needing nothing more than ordinary repairs. 
The dining room and kitchen need painting and 
kalsomining. I am informed that it was voted 
last year to have the work done. 

The land is in good condition, although but 
little manure has been put on the past year. I 
have bought none, and the only manure that has 
been put on, besides what was made on the farm, 
was two one-horse loads of street sweepings. I 
think that the manure made at the fire stations 
should be drawn to the city farm. 

We raised about five hundred bushels of pota- 
toes, besides other produce, none of which has 
been sold ; it will probably be all used up by the 
inmates. 

The expenses of my department, as will be 
seen by comparison with former reports, is less 
than ever before since the city was incoporated. I 
think the reasons for this are that the management 
of the poor has been left to me entirely, there 
having been no interfering by the board of alder- 
men, and then I think work has been more plenty 
than in some years past, I am thankful to the 
board for not interfering, because sometimes mem- 
bers have been wrongly persuaded about the 
merits of certain cases, having heard only one side, 
and I have been, in the past, sometimes ordered 
and directed by members of the board to do 
things in connection with the poor which I hardly 
thought should be done. So far as I know, there 
have been no complaints during the past year on 
account of anybody not receiving help. I have 
endeavored to assist all needy, deserving persons. 

The only suits during the past year, on account 
of paupers, were the Chittenden case and the 
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Bridport case. I understand that the city obtained 
judgment for about $600 against Chittenden, but 
that town took the case to the supreme court, and 
that the Bridport case was agreed to be settled. 

I think the city has just claims against some 
other towns, and that suit should be brought at 
once, because settlement will not probably be made 
until suit is brought. 

There have been fewer calls for assistance for 
paupers from other towns than in former years. I 
think the following up and pushing of claims for 
such paupers against the proper towns has had a 
good effect.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 



To the Honorable City Council : 

Gentlemen : — In compliance with the laws 
and ordinances of the city, I herewith submit my 
report, including a complete record of fires from 
January 1 to December 31, 190u, and a detailed 
statement of fires and alarms that the department 
have responded to, also the cause of such fires, 
with the amount of insurance carried upon the 
property endangered, and the total insurance paid 
thereon. 

Your apparatus for extinguishing fires con- 
sists of : 

One Amoskeag steam fire engine. 
One Hayes 65-foot aerial hook and ladder 
truck. 

Two hose wagons, capacity 1500 feet hose, 
each fully equipped with extinguishers, play-pipes, 
axes, six rubber covers, short ladders, etc. 

Four horses. 

1150 feet 2*4 -inch hose, new. 

1500 feet 2% -inch hose, good condition. 

1400 feet 2^-inch hose, fair condition. 

400 feet 2)^-inch hose, poor condition. 

The estimated value of property in charge of 
the department December 31, 1900, is $18,924.80; 
schedules in detail are on file at the city clerk's 
office, also at the department headquarters.

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box 43 called the department out for fires at 
Kingsley & Metzger's, Evelyn street, and A. H, 
Colvin & Co.'s, Merchants Row — both stores afire 
at the same time. As the department was handi- 
capped on the start for lack of suitable ladders 
and the number of men in the department to con- 
tend with two large fires at the same time, I con- 
sider that the department did splendid work in 
stopping them as they did. 

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 
This branch of the service has been faithfully 
looked after by the superintendent, R. D. Ecals. The 
system never has been in as good condition as at 
the present time, it having had a general overhaul- 
ing, replacing old wire through tree tops with 
insulated wires, and all slack wires properly taken 
up, and with a small expenditure each year, the 
system can be kept up in first-class shape. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

For the improvement and greater efficiency 
of the department, 1 desire to make the following 
recommendations, which I deem essential, and 
which I trust will meet with your approval. 

Again I would call your attention to the nec- 
essity of purchasing a span of horses to draw the 
aerial hook and ladder truck. At three of the 
largest fires this year, this piece of apparatus was 
needed first, and the department had to work at 
a disadvantage until we sent for it, and valuable 
time was lost by so doing, 

I would recommend that a fire-alarm box be 
placed at the corner of Robbins and Baxter streets, 
as one is very much needed in that locality ; also 
the changing of the fire alarm battery from gravity 
to storage. 
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The amount of hose in the department is 
small. Unless there is some purchased the coming 
y ear, the department will be in poor shape to con- 
tend with a large fire. I would advise the pur- 
chase of 1000 feet of hose. 

Repairs at station 2 are needed, which I 
trust you will give your immediate attention. 
Again, I further recommend that a suitable radia- 
tor be placed in the hose tower at station 1, to 
insure the quick drying of hose after use. 

CONCLUSION. 

I desire to express my appreciation of the 
energetic, faithful, and willing manner in which 
the officers and members of the department have 
responded to the call of duty during the year. 

To the police department, I extend my thanks 
for the valuable aid and assistance they rendered 
the department during the past year. 

In conclusion, I extend to the honorable city 
council my sincere thanks for the many courtesies 
shown me by them while in the discharge of my 
duties. Their willingness to aid us by furnishing 
such needed improvements as the organization of 
the department has demanded from time to time, 
has been very gratifying to me, and should be 
appreciated by all citizens interested in the welfare 
of our department.

REPORT OF THE 

CHIEF OF POLICE. 



To the Honorable City Council:- — 

In accordance with the requirements of the 
ordinances, I hereby submit to your honorable 
body the following report as chief of police for the 
year ending December 31, 1900: 

During the year the police force was kept 
under constant fire. We have suffered during this 
campaign some losses by reason of general order. 
Our ranks were reduced to only two regular police 
officers when the fighting was hottest. We have 
recruited, however, from time to time, until we now 
have six to report for duty, supported by twenty- 
eight specials. Arrests and prosecutions have 
about doubled in number over previous years, and 
we have reason to congratulate ourselves that we 
have accomplished as much as we have under the 
circumstances, 

I think it poor economy to attempt to keep 
down crime in this city with only three or four 
policemen. In most cities the rule is to have 
one policeman to every 1,000 inhabitants. Albany 
has one policeman for every 650 inhabitants. The 
fact that we have for two or three years got along 
with one police officer in the daytime and two at 
night does not prove that more are not needed. 

There is no department of the city to which 
the attention of the public is so often called and 
which is so subject to public criticism as that of the 
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police department. As secrecy is essential to the 
successful policing of a city, it would be well for 
our citizens to remember that the police officer is 
the guardian of their homes and of the peace of 
society. He is awake while they sleep ; he watches 
while they rest ; for their safety he goes down into 
places where lurk danger and death. The citizen 
will never know what crimes and misdemeanors are 
prevented by having officers employed to patrol the 
streets, any more than the officers themselves know 
what their presence has done to keep the peace. 
Persons about to commit a crime will not do it if 
they know an officer is near. 

The regular police officers and special police 
officers are subject to call either by the chief or any 
private citizen whenever occasion may require their 
assistance. They are expected to assist in protect- 
ing and caring for the safety of our citizens and 
protecting the property in their respective wards. 

INVENTORY OF POLICE PROPERTY. 

The property of the police department is as 
follows ; One roll-top desk, one record book, two 
tables, nine chairs, six new mattresses, six new 
blankets for the cells, ten helmets, six* belts, six 
regular police badges, twenty-four special badges, 
six twisters, four sets of handcuffs, seven overcoats, 
five cuspidors, eight billies, two police dark lan- 
terns and four electric flashlights. 

PROTECTION OF PROPERTY. 

During the year front doors have been found 
unlocked by the officers in fifteen cases, three of 
these being bank doors. The proprietors have 
been notified of their neglect in all cases.

REPORT OF" THE 

CITY ATTORNEY. 



To the Honorable City Council: 

I have the honor to submit the following re- 
port as city attorney for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1900. 

There has been no important litigation in 
which the city was directly interested since my 
term of office began. No suits at law have been 
brought against the city, and no pending cases have 
been brought to trial. There are, comparatively, 
few cases now pending either for or against the 
city. So far as I am aware, they are as follows : 

City of Rutland v. Town of Bridport. 

Action commenced before justice to recover a 
small sum expended in care of a pauper. Defend- 
ant appealed from the judgment of the justice, and 
the case is pending in county court. Defendant's 
attorney proposed a settlement at the recent term, 
which was accepted, and payment promised, but 
upon adjournment of court a dispute arose as to 
the terms and the case was continued. 

Albert F. Davis v. City of Rutland. 

An appeal to the county court from the judg- 
ment of commissioners in awarding land damages. 
Albert F. Davis v. City of Rutland. 

Bill in chancery and injunction against dis- 
charge of sewage into Moon brook. 
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Frenier & LeElanc v. City of Rutland. 

Bill in chancery and injunction against dis- 
charge of sewage into Tenny brook. 

L. H. McIntire, et al. v. John D. Spellman, 
E. D. Kennedy and City of Rutland. 

In this action the city of Rutland was admitted 
as a party defendant and hearings had been had 
upon an application for injunction and a petition 
in contempt proceedings. 

City of Rutland v. Town of Chittenden. 

Suit for support of pauper; pending in su- 
preme court. 

There is also pending in the probate court for 
Rutland district, a proceeding which involves a 
contention about the support of an inmate of the 
insane asylum, as between the state, city and the 
family of the insane person. 

Suit of Judson H. Grant v. City of Rut- 
land, which had been pending for several years, 
and was brought to recover damages for injuries 
caused by discharging ] sewage into Moon brook, 
was discontinued at the September of Rutland 
county court.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 



To the Mayor and Board of Aldermen : 

With the dawn of the new century I have the 
honor to present you my first annual report. 

At the beginning of the year there were quite 
a number of cases of diphtheria, mostly west of 
the railroad track, which seemed to be due, largely, 
to unsanitary conditions. In consequence I made 
an extra effort to secure necessary improvement, 
and with very satisfactory result. 

Still there is great necessity for improved sew- 
erage in. that part of the city. During heavy 
showers the sewers are not sufficiently large to 
take off the surface water, and the consequence is 
that the sewers are filled to overflowing and the 
sewage is distributed on the surface of the streets, 
leaving them in an unsanitary condition. I have 
called the attention of your honorable body to such 
necessity on more than one occasion, particularly 
in regard to Spruce and; Franklin streets, where the 
houses are very near together and the families 
numerous. For the sake of health these ( short 
lengths should be built at the earliest moment 
possible, and as they are already authorized, it 
seems a pity that this work has not been done 
before. 

There has been a general improvement in the 
sanitary condition all over the city, and with very 
few exceptions, the suggestions of the health

officer have been very willingly complied with. 
The condition in the rear of blocks in the business 
section has been much improved, although there 
is plenty of room for further improvement. Com- 
plaints are numerous and require continual vigi- 
lance. 

There have been 206 deaths during the year, 
as follows: Males, ninety-six, and females, 110.

The number of contagious diseases reported 
during the year is as follows: Diphtheria, 67 
cases; scarlet fever, 14 cases; typhoid fever, 13 
cases; measles, 9 cases. 

There has been nine removals from the old 
Catholic cemetery to Calvary and one from Ever- 
green to Pittsford. 

I have examined and approved ninety- nine 
plans for plumbing. Ten jobs were approved 
without test, being additions to work already in. 
Eighty jobs were tested by water pressure. Thirty- 
five were found to be perfectly tight, and in forty- 
five jobs leaks were discovered to the number of 
168. These were not left until they were made 
perfectly tight. The best average work was done 
by a plumber having eleven jobs with only two 
leaks ; the poorest was done by one having eighteen 
jobs and showing eighty leaks. 

I have gathered twelve samples of milk from 
the various dealers and peddlers, and sent them to 
the laboratory at Burlington for examination. 

Of the twelve samples sent: — 
2 showed 4,6 per cent of fat. 
1 showed 4.5 per cent of fat. 
1 showed 4.21 per cent of fat. 
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2 showed 4.2 per cent of fat. 
1 showed 3.9 per cent of fat. 

1 showed 3.8 per cent of fat. 

2 showed 3.6 per cent of fat. 
1 showed 2.6 per cent of fat. 
1 showed 2.2 per cent of fat. 

Only two samples fell below the required 
standard of three per cent of fat. It seems plain 
that some regulation or license should be adopted 
whereby purchasers may be sure of getting milk of 
required standard, and so that it can be traced to 
its source. In the case of contagious diseases it 
may become very necessary to learn quickly where 
it comes from and how it is taken care of. 

Several samples of ice were secured and sent 
to the laboratory for examination, but the result 
was not satisfactory. This was probably due to 
improper packing. 

In April six samples of water were secured, 
one from the intake of the reservoir, one from the 
small settling pond, one from the reservoir and 
three from the faucets of three dwellings at dif- 
ferent levels. All of them showed our water to be 
"bacteriologically and chemically water of good 
quality." 

Of nuisance complaints there has been a large 
number, and I have endeavored to abate all, but 
have failed in a few instances, notably the Buffum 
slaughtering and rendering establishment, and the 
reason of failure in this case is due to your board, 
which referred the question of license to a commit- 
tee which has neglected to report. It seems un- 
just and unfair to the residents of that part of the 
city who are so frequently obliged to bear the most 
sickening stench, and from this cause it is an in- 
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jury to the value of real estate. The ordinance in 
regard to the keeping of hogs in my judgment 
ought to be changed. The limit of 100 feet from 
any dwelling ought to be stricken out.

Gentlemen: — In compliance with the usual 
custom of my predecessors, I herewith submit the 
following brief report from May 1st, 1900, to Jan- 
uary 1st, 1901. 

During the past eight months that I have been 
city physician there has been perhaps a little more 
than the average amount of sickness, a fair pro- 
portion coming from old chronic cases. Five 
deaths in all have occurred, 3 from consumption, 1 
from apoplexy and 1 from chronic catarrh of the 
bladder. Two of these cases were at the city farm, 
but on the whole this institution has been very 
free from sickness, most of it coming from families 
outside. The city hospital has been of great ser- 
vice in caring for those unfortunate cases when 
surgical interference and good nursing were actually 
necessary.

Board of School Commissioners, 

L900. 



The appropriation for schools was $35,000 
for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1900. 
The statement of orders drawn by the finance 
committee of the board of school commissioners, 
as published in the city report, covers all expenses 
for the fiscal year, and a few December, 1899, bills, 
not exceeding $250 in amount. The receipts 
credited to the general fund since January, 1900, 
consist of the last appropriation of §35,000, made 
by the city council in March, 1900, and income 
from other sources, together with balance left 
over from last year, which receipts were in excess 
of the total disbursements for the year herein re- 
ported. The city treasurer's report shows $68.30 
less paid out than the school orders represent in 
this report, as there are a few outstanding 
school warrants that were not presented — amount- 
ing to $68.30. The balance left in the treasurer's 
hands, to the credit of the school board, on 
general fund account, January 1st, 1901, is 
$9,169.24, which is $631 more than was reported 
the year previous, notwithstanding that the board 
has had some extraordinary bill& to meet, includ- 
ing cost of new text -books adopted for the grades, 
and the extra repairs on Pine and Church street 
school houses, besides the extra expense of the

kindergarten schools. The school attendance, as 
reported by the superintendent, has been increas- 
ing quite rapidly (6S) and the three kindergarten 
schools, which have been established by the 
board in answer to an imperative demand from 
our citizens, necessarily required an increase in 
the expenditures for salaries, etc. The school 
commissioners have never called for the full 
amount of funds authorized under the charter. 
They ask, for the year 1901, an appropriation of 
$36,000— an increase of $1,000 only, which, with 
the balance left over from last year, they expect 
will pay all bills for 1901. The school attendance 
is liable to continue to increase, and other kinder- 
garten schools may be required. The school tax 
levy of 46 per cent raised $35,417.04 last year, but 
the appropriation was only $35,000 ; 47 per cent, 
would raise $36,186.97, therefore 1 per cent, will 
more than meet the increase. 

The board has endeavored to administer the 
trust placed in its hands so as to meet the approval 
of all tax-payers. The financial showing made 
ought to be satisfactory to the community. We 
wish to have the best schools in the state, and we 
shall expend the money appropriated looking to 
that end. 

The school commissioners have been required 
to raise money on their warrants for the purpose 
of maintaining the schools, after the payment of 
the pay roll for March, for two or three years, 
until last year, when the city treasurer arranged 
with the mayor and city finance committee to take 
care of the school pay rolls without the board of 
school commissioners borrowing any funds after 
the March pay roll was paid. This has neces- 
sitated, heretofore, an interest charge on their 
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warrants issued for that purpose, until the taxes 
became available in October each year. The de- 
partment of schools should be provided, of course, 
with funds to meet their warrants the same as the 
other departments of the city goverment, as long- 
as the expenditures of the school commissioners 
do not exceed the amount of the annual appropri- 
ation for schools. This is a saving, as the city 
treasurer can raise money at a less rate of interest, 
on temporary city loan warrants, say 3 1-2 per cent, 
and the school commissioners cannot negotiate 
their warrants for less than the regular local bank 
rates, either 5 or 6 per cent. 

We refer the taxpayers to the school manual 
for full report of the schools for the school year 
ending July 1, 1900, and to the statistical report 
on another page, as made by the superintendent 
of schools.
